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Rocky Talks of Goodell, Hi. 209 and Tax es

KINGSTON 
“ Senator Charles E. Goodell 
Is the strongest Republican 
candidate w e’v e got and he’s going to w in!” Gov . Nelson A. 
Rockefeller told a large Kingston audience Wednesday noon, 
adding em phatically , "That’s a prediction!” 
R ock efellers com m ents cam e before an im pressiv e array 
of com m unity leaders and businessmen, m em bers of the 
Kingston Rotary , Kiwanis and Lions Clubs at the Gov . Clin­ 
ton Hotel. 
The gov ernor’s pitch for Goodell also cam e in the face of 
known Ulster County GOP opposition to the senator's candi­ 
dacy for the Republican nomination. 
Ulster County GOP Chairman Albert Spada said only a 
few hours before Rockefeller’s arriv al by helicopter that 
the local Republican ex ecutiv e com m ittee is still uncommitted 
to any U. S. senatorial candidate ev en though it has already 
endorsed the balance of the GOP state nominees. 
Spada and a number of Republican officials met the 
gov ernor as he landed near the Thruway entrance about 
1 p. m. and it was there that The Freem an reporter asked 
Rockefeller about state plans for the reconstruction of Route 
209. 
Without com m itting him self to a starting date for con 
struction, the gov ernor indicated that the project would be 
“ one of the foremost things he would keep in mind for 
Ulster County .” Rockefeller told of the current study of the 
realignm ent say ing three alternate routes arc under con­ 
sideration and a public hearing would be held in April. 
He suggested further that transportation is “ a key factor 
to the new growth ev ident in Ulster County .” 
Of Goodell. Rockefeller sy mpathized but briefly say ing 
“ I know how the people feel. I hav e disagreed with him. 
but he is an able man and he has supported the President 
on 8 0 per cent of the issues.” 
Ex plaining the liberal senators differences with P resi­ 
dent Nix on, the gov ernor pointed to Vietnam, the ABM 
and the appointment of Supreme Court justices. But. he 
added. “ The public is deeply worried about Vietnam .” 
Defending Goodell’s right to dissent. Rockefeller said he 


felt it “ is im portan t in our society and within our party for 
people to have differen t points of view. 
“ I’m not afraid of con troversy ." he concluded. 
Rockefeller, who was introduced by the Rotaiy program 
chairm an G erard Nocton. an swered a variety of q uestions 
one of which con cern ed the con troversy over the scheduled 
Albany speech of William Kunstler. attorn ey for the Chicago 
Seven, at the State University . The governor said he felt 
the un iversity 's policy of allowing free speech on campus 
“ is essential to preserve freedom ." 
Asked if there were guidelines for the handling of invi­ 
tations such as Kun stler’s. Rockefeller said he "had faith in 
the y oung people and the citizenry of the coun try ” and sug­ 
gested that it is better not to “ m arty rize and glamorize 
those with whom y ou disagree ” 
Rockefeller's talk main ly cen tered on the state budget 
and the need for keeping a balan ce between the supply ing 
of services and the am oun t of reven ue needed to support 
them. 
“ The needs are trem en dous.” he said, “ find people look 
more and more to govern men t to supply them ." 
He told what is being done in the state in term s of edu 
cation and in try in g to stem the rise in tax es in order to 
keep industry in the state. “ We are reaching a limit where 
y ou can n ot raise tax es without prejudicing the growth of 
the com m un ity .” 
Rockefeller spelled out how much of the state tax dollar 
is received back from the federal govern men t and much it 
return s to the commun ities of the state. He advocated a fed­ 
eral takeover of welfare, suggested that there be more re 
search in education and ex plained that the Urban Develop 
m en t Corporation can act as a cataly st in helping speed up 
redevolpmen t of core areas of the cities. With regard to aid 
to education, he said that New York State is spending more 
money per pupil than any other state. “ Somebody ought to 
look at this objectively .” 
Rockefeller called the home building crisis, the most 
serious problem of the 19 7 0's.”

half cen tu ry .

Water Resto ratio n Act o f 1966. early step s to ward the 
an ti p o llu tio n legislatio n n o w sweep in g the co u n try . The 
Leagu e has liv ed u p to its ex p ectatio n s. It has been a 
p o werfu l fo rce fo r p ro gress in the n atio n .

War.

main Communist artery from 
North to South Vietnam runs 
through Laotian territory . It 
is 
a 
proper 
piece 
of 
war 
stra tegy to bombard a supply 
route. No ground troops are 
being 
used, 
even 
though 
American 
forces 
in 
South 
Vietnam a re endangered by 
the munitions coming over the 
Laotian route. 
Laos 
itself 
is 
undergoing 
Communist agression which is 
seeking 
to 
overthrow 
the 
government. The country is 
sm a ller than Oregon and has 
less than 3.000.000 people. The 
Laotian 
regime 
has 
sought 
from the start to maintain 
neutrality but .ha s been the 
victim 
of guerrilla 
warfare 
and outside attacks by the 
Communists because it is an 
important buffer state. 
W h e n 
fighting 
between 
France 
and the Communist 
Viet Minh from North Viet­ 
nam ended in Indo-China in 
19 54, a nine nation conference 


at 
Geneva 
agreed 
to

hostilities 
in 
Laos. 
It 
was 
recognized as a self governing 
sta te in 19 54 by all nations, 
including 
the 
Communist 
forces in IndoChina. but the 
latter started a movement the 
nex t 
y ear 
both 
inside 
and 
outside the country to try to 
t a k e 
control. 
In 
196 2. 
agreem ents 
signed 
by 
14 
governments 
m e e t i n g 
at 
Geneva 
guaranteed 
Loatian 
independence and neutrality . 
It was decided than that Laos 
should have 
a 
neutralist led 
coalition government. Efforts 
now 
are 
being 
made 
to 
reconvene the conference to 
consult 
informally 
on 
the 
violations of the 
196 2 pact. 
British officials in London 
have been try ing to get an 
international 
conference 
on 
the 
subject 
of 
Laos, 
but 
diplomatic 
action 
is 
being 
blocked by the failure of the 
Soviet 
Union 
and 
North 
Vietnam to cooperate in re­ 
establishing peace in Laos on 
the basis of the 196 2 Geneva 
accords. 
The 
United 
States 
has tried every device it can 
to 
bring 
about 
a 
peaceful 
settlement. 
M e a n w h i l e , the United 
States has an obligation to 
protect 
its 
troops in 
South 
Vietnam and will continue to 
do 
so. 
The 
government 
of 
Laos doesn’t want to see any 
munitions 
sent 
across 
its 
territory into South Vietnam, 
but it cannot prevent this as 
long as armed forces of the 
C o m m u n i s t s protect the 
supply lines. 
The American 
commanders 
in 
South 
Viet­ 
nam. therefore, have no other 
choice but to bomb the supply 
lines to keep them from being 
used 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 


bringing arms and troops to 
kill 
and 
wound 
American 
servicemen. 
Secretary of Defense Melvin 
Laird 
has 
admitted 
that 
American planes have been 
bombing 
various 
a rea s 
in 
Lads, but he said that no U.S. 
ground 
forces 
are 
in 
the 
country . 
He 
declared 
that 
bombing 
attacks 
are 
being 
carried out only to defend the 
U.S. position in South Viet­ 
nam. 
The problem 
is becoming 
more and more critical for 
A m e r i c a n

Unless the Communists are 
thwarted in Laos, moreover, 
the entire country could fall 
into Hanoi’s hands.

But he is really try ing 
to avoid danger to our troops 
left in Vietnam the nex t y ear 
or two who may be subject 
to considerable harm ff the 
route through Laos sta y s open 
and the Communists use it as 
a ggressively in the future aS 
they have in the past. 
Few diplomats think there 
is much chance of getting an 
agreement 
to 
stop

Communists from continuing 
their a ggression. So far as the 
United States is concerned, 
helping Laos is an important 
operation required to protect 
our

forces

Vietnam and to defend the 
integrity

proceeds 
over 
to 
Collins’ 
o f f i c e 
manager. 
Bernard 
Wunder. Then he would count 
out in cash what each girl 
had earned at the rate of $2 
an hour. 
Over a five month period, 
however, 
the 
girls' 
govern­ 
ment 
checks 
added 
up 
to 
$49 8.71 
more 
than 
they 
received back in cash. 
It is a federal violation for

genuinely 
interested 
in limiting stra tegic a rm s and 
rela x ing world tensions? 
Even seasoned Kremlinolo- 
gists find increa singly diffi­ 
cult to interpret Moscow’s la t­ 
est diplomatic tw ists and turns. 
The “ facts which specia lists on 
Russia have at their disposal 
a re 
only 
too often-complex 
reflections 
o f 
half-truths 
deliberately 
spread 
by 
the 
“ misinformation depa rtment” 
of the KGB. R ussia ’s secret 
police. 
Nevertheless, 
even 
these 
“ fa cts" 
or 
the 
Kremlin’s 
propaganda are not a ltogether 
mea ningless. 
The 
specia list 
can usually fit them into a 
certain frame of reference. 
In this respect, of speciAl 
interest is a 
recent 
article 
entitled “ The Leninist Prin­ 
ciples of Soviet Diplom a cy ” 


printed in the Moscow jour­ 
nal, International Affairs. It 
was authored by none other 
than 
Vladimir 
Semy onov, 
Russia's chief negotiator at 
the 
preliminary 
strategic 
a r m s 
talks 
(SALT) 
in 
Helsinki, who will likely head 
the Soviet delegation when the 
negotiations resume in Vienna 
in April. 
According 
to 
Semy onov, 
Russian 
diplomacy 
has 
a 
“ unique 
advantage” 
o\er 
Western diplomacy because it 
has an “ ultramodern weapon” 
out 
of 
reach 
for 
non- 
Communists. 
The 
weapon 
is 
Marx ist- 
Leninist ideology which, based 
on 
revolutionary 
dialectics, 
alwa y s requires “ a concrete 
a n a l y s i s 
of 
concrete 
situa tions.” 
After making this standard 
i d e o l o g i c a l affirmation, 
Semy onov then quotes Lenin 
— approvingly , of course — 
on the proper aims of Soviet 
foreign policy ; 
“ Lenin believed the main 
task 
in 
the 
sphere 
or 
in­ 
ternational politics to be the 
consolidation 
of 
the 
Soviet 
sta te's economic and military 
strength and its international 
influence 
with 
a 
flex ible 
f o r e i g n 
p o l i c y 
a n d 
diplom a cy .” 
F l e x i b l e 
diplomacy 
is 
especia lly necessa ry when the 
Communists face a nation of 
superior military strength. 
S i n c e 
Russia ’s 
nuclear 
power is as y et not equal to 
that of the United States, the 
application 
of the quotation 
from Lenin to the strategic 
a rm s negotiations is obvious. 
I n 
Semy onov’s 
view,

The Kremlin is not likely

However. Semy onov makes it 
clea r that for the Russians, 
“ The 
pivot 
of 
modern 
in­ 
ternational 
affairs 
is 
the 
struggle 
and 
competition 
between the two world social 
sy stem s — communism and 
ca pita lism .” 
I n d e e d . 
Marx ist-Leninist 
h a v e 
a lway s 
regarded 
“ foreign policy and diplomacy 
as the most important forms 
of the cla ss struggle." 
Their 
policies 
may 
be 
“ soft” at a given moment but 
the ultimate goal is alway s 
the sam e —- the subversion 
of Western democracy . 
N i x o n ’ s 
p o l i c y 
of 
negotiations instead of con­ 
frontation must therefore be 
viewed in proper perspective. 
In 
an 
age 
of 
nuclear 
rea lities, 
an opportunity for 
discussions with the Russians 
— the root ca use of many 
global tensions — can hardly 
be neglected. But they should 
be gauged in terms of their 
latent promise rather than as 
an immediate

ternational tensions.

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Unions Fear Wildcat Walkouts 
The Tra ins Are Running \ But Grud g ing ly 


W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 
Grumbling union leaders post 
poned a nationwide rail strike 
today under a 37 -day delay or­ 
dered by Congress that got the 
lawmakers out of a politically 
tough spot but satisfied no one 
else, including President Nixon. 
“ Ridiculous.*" said Sheet Met 
al Workers President Edward 
F. Carlough. whose union has 
blocked voluntary settlement of 
the dispute over wages and job 
jurisdiction. 
"A catastrophe." said William 
W. Winpisinger. chief negotiator 
for lour AFL CIO unions whose 
45.000 maintenance and repair 
workers have already waited 15 
months for a pay increase. 


The union leaders said they 
would order the workers to obey 
the law but feared wildcat walk­ 
outs. 
“ The bill preserves the status 
quo for 37 days but does not re­ 
solve the underlying dispute,’* 
said White House press secre­ 
tary Ronald L. Ziegler in behalf 
of President Nixon, 
who had 
wanted Congress to order a set 
tlement now. 
Members of Congress, many 
of them dependent on labor sup­ 
port. refused to act that quickly 
on 
Nixon’s 
politically 
touchy 
proposal to dictate a labor set­ 
tlement for only the second time 
in U.S. peacetime history. 
But Ziegler said Nixon signed 


the delaying bill to protect the 
public from a crippling nation­ 
wide rail shutdown, at least for 
now. while further efforts are 
made to reach a voluntary set­ 
tlement. 
"We are going to make every 
effort to do just that." said As­ 
sistant Secretary of Labor W. J . 
Usery, 
Nixon’s 
chief 
trouble­ 
shooter in trying to resolve the 
long dispute. 
Usery 
said 
he would 
start 
immediately trying to arrange 
new bargaining between the un­ 
ion leaders and chief rail indus­ 
try negotiator J ohn P. 
Hiltz, 
who also had strongly opposed 
the 37 day delay. 
The delaying bill was rushed 


through Congress in less than 10 
hours Wednes^gy and signed by 
Nixon just three hours before 
the 12:01 a.m . EST strike dead­ 
line. The Senate vote was 83 to 6 
and the House vote 343 to 15. 
"By contrast, the legislation 
sent to the Congress by the 
President 
Tuesday 
afternoon 
would have settled the m atter in 
accordance with the desires of 
the majority of the workers in­ 
volved as well as the carriers," 
Ziegler said. 
Nixon's bill would have im ­ 
posed as final a tentative ag ree­ 
ment accepted earlier by m a­ 
chinists, electricians and boiler­ 
makers unions but rejected by 
the sheet metal workers out oif 


fear they would lose jobs to the 
larger unions. 
The settlement would include 
a 63 cent boost in current $3.60 
hourly wages, including several

back pay for 19 69 . and the con

The unions traditionally have 
jealously guarded their job ju­ 
risdictions. but only the sheet 
m etal workers feared the pro­ 
posal would hurt them.
